3,500 join fight for 

minor injuries unit 


Resident starts petition after report is leaked

MORE than 3,500 people have 
signed a petition launched in a 
bid to save the minor injuries unit 
at Ely’s Princess ofWales Hospital 
(PoW) from closing. 

Local resident Emma Watson 
has set up the online petition and 
by the time the Ely News went to 
print on Wednesday, more than 
3,650 people had signed it. 

It comes after a report by the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) was leaked by a 
whistleblower to North East 
Cambs MP Steve Barclay. 

The report says that “based on 
the current financial position it is 
the only realistic option” to close 
the minor injury units at Ely, 
Doddington and Wisbech hospi¬ 
tals. 


Mr Barclay said the move was 
“misleading at best and dishon¬ 
est at worse” as the CCG said 
there would be a public consulta¬ 
tion yet the internal report sug¬ 
gests closure was the only option. 

The CCG insists it is looking 
at “a number of options”, that a 
review is under way and that no 
decision to close any of the units 
has been made. 

But the report, addressed to the 
CCG’s clinical and management 
executive team, said there were 
33,000 attendances a year across 
the three minor injuries units, 
and it acknowledged that they are 
“popular with local patients”. 

But it says they are “not good 
value for money” and is recom¬ 
mending closing them in light of 
its “current fiscal position.” 

Emma said: “The minor inju¬ 
ries unit in Ely provides an essen¬ 
tial service to the residents of Ely 
and the surrounding area. 


“In the light of Ely’s continued 
expansion, and increasing pres¬ 
sure on local doctors’ surgeries 
and Addenbrooke’s A&E depart¬ 
ment, the service provided at the 
PoW is invaluable. 

“Removing this facility would 
make no sense whatsoever, un¬ 
less the aim is to totally sabotage 
NHS emergency medical provi¬ 
sion. 

“I believe that if we collectively 
express this sentiment it may 
help the CCG to appreciate how 
imperative it is that they retain 
Ely’s minor injuries unit and, 
hopefully those in Wisbech and 
Doddington, too.” 

Residents who have signed the 
petition say closing the minor 
injuries units will put more pres¬ 
sure on local A&E departments - 
and GP surgeries.

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A COUPLE have thanked 
those who are helping them 
to be by their baby’s side 
when she undergoes major 
heart surgery. 

Tiny Laila Bettney, from 
Littleport, was born with a 
severe congenital heart de¬ 
fect called Atrioventricular 
Septal Defect (AVSD), which 
is when there is a hole be¬ 
tween the atria and the ven¬ 
tricles. 

But as well as AVSD, Laila 
also has just one heart valve 
and two other holes in her 
heart, meaning her heart is 
much less efficient than it 
should be. 

Laila has to be given 
strong medication each day 
- and high calorie milk - just 
to make sure she has the en¬ 
ergy to cope with her condi¬ 
tion. 

Her parents, Beth Cole, 
22, and Tom Bettney, 21,

also have to take her to Ad- 
denbrooke’s each month for 
scans and check-ups. 

Next week Laila, who is 
nearly 8 months old, will be 
undergoing major heart sur¬ 
gery at Great Ormond Street 
Hospital in London to hope¬ 
fully fix her heart. 

Beth and Tom are under¬ 
standably anxious but, to 
add to their concerns, Great 
Ormond Street is only able to 
accommodate one of them 
for the period that Laila is in 
hospital, which is likely to be 
7-10 days. 

Beth set up a gofundme 
page on luly 14 and gener¬ 
ous family, friends and peo¬ 
ple she does not know have 
donated more than £1,600 
to help support them during 


Laila’s surgery and recovery. 

The local Totally Unstable 
Scooter Club has also do¬ 
nated £350 as member Andy 
Harris is a friend of the fam- 
ily. 

Beth said: “We have been 
through some difficult times, 
although nothing will com¬ 
pare to watching Laila being 
wheeled down to surgery at 
such a young age. 

“We would like to raise 
money to make sure the 
three of us can be together 
for the time Laila is in hos¬ 
pital, whether that is paying 
for overnight accommoda¬ 
tion, train tickets or fuel. 

“We are overwhelmed by 
everyone’s generosity.

Police say drivers causing danger by parking at junction 


POLICE say drivers are putting lives 
in danger by parking at a junction 
in Littleport. 

East Cambs police are urging 
motorists to stop parking their 
vehicles at the junction in Church 
Lane.

"We don't want to issue fines but 
we do have to enforce the parking 
in situations like these where 
unnecessary obstruction is caused 
and there is danger to other road 
users."

A SCHOOLGIRL has made a 
gift for a little boy who was 
left in a coma in the tragic 
Nice terrorist attack - but 
she is struggling to find out 
where to send it to. 

Tia-Marie Pyne, 5, was so 
upset by the scenes she saw 
on the news following the 
horrifying ISIS lorry rampage 
on July 14 that she decided 
she wanted to do something 
to help. 

The Earith Primary School 
pupil got straight to work at 
making her own teddy bear 
to send to a little boy, named 
locally as eight-year-old 
Denis Coman, who was left 
in a coma after being hit by 
the lorry 

It was also feared that lit¬ 
tle Denis had been left or¬ 
phaned as his parents, re¬ 
ported to be Adriana and 
Cristian Coman, from Ro¬ 
mania, were believed to be 
dead. 

But, according to national 
reports, Adriana has been 
identified and remains in

“Tia-Marie has been cud¬ 
dling Sven every night. 

“She was devastated at the 
thought of this little boy be¬ 
ing poorly without a mum¬ 
my or daddy.”

A MOTHER has panned staff 
at a restaurant - for insist¬ 
ing her 9-year-old daughter 
was “too tall” to qualify for 
a cheaper children’s menu. 

Angry mum Rebecca Fox, 
from Haddenham, says 
Nines Global Buffet at Cam¬ 
bridge Leisure Park said her 
daughter Atiya had to be 
charged the adult rate be¬ 
cause of her height. 

Rebecca says the embar¬ 
rassing confrontation hap¬ 
pened when she and her 
family went for Sunday 
lunch after a cinema visit. 

Before they could sit 
down, eldest daughter Atiya 
had to stand next to a meas¬ 
uring stick near the till, to 
check how tall she was. 

The restaurant has differ¬ 
ent set charges for adults 
and children, with a child 
defined as under 140cm (4ft 
7in). 

Mondays to Fridays, 
adults pay £7.99 to choose 
from an eat-as-much-as- 
you-like buffet, and the rate 
for children to do the same 
is £4.99. At weekends, the 
rates are £8.99 and £5.99. 

Atiya is 150cm tall, or 4ft 
llin, and Rebecca and her 
partner Noel Asanga were 
told she would be charged 
the adult rate. 

A restaurant spokeswom¬ 
an has defended the policy, 
saying Nines bosses “com¬ 
pletely understand” that 
people might be upset by it. 

But Rebecca said: “I’m fu¬ 
rious about it. Atiya is a tall 
girl, but she’s only 9, and 
she was very upset. 

“There was some kind of 
a measuring tool next to the 
till, and the staff said that 
because she was taller than 
the rule, she didn’t qualify 
for the child rate, and that 
we’d have to pay for her as 
an adult. 

“It’s not about the extra 
money, it’s simply that they 
wouldn’t accept she was a 
child. 

“The staff just kept saying 
that they were completely 
in the right, which obvious¬ 


ly they were not.” 

Rebecca, who also has a 
2-year-old daughter, Ruth, 
and 8-month-old daughter, 
Ava, said the family decided 
not to eat in the restaurant 
and left. 

She said: “We were going 
to go somewhere else, but 
Atiya was so upset, she kept 
saying, ‘what if they think 
I’m too tall there as well?’ 

She added the family con¬ 
tacted the company later, 
but were not given a satis¬ 
factory response. 

A spokeswoman for Nines 
told the Ely News : “We com¬ 
pletely understand that 
people might be upset by 
this, but Nines is such a big 


restaurant, and gets so busy, 
that the rule needs to be in 
place. 

“Customers can eat as 
much as they like once they 
have paid, and it’s some¬ 
times difficult for staff on 
the door to differentiate be¬ 
tween adults and children, 
so there has to be a means 
of regulating. 

“Many buffet restaurants 
around the UK use this sys¬ 
tem because many children 
do not have proof of age.”

Cat lucky to 
survive air 
gun shooting

A CAT is lucky to be alive 
after it was shot with an 
air rifle in Sutton. 

Rebecca Whitton, of 
Mepal Road, rushed her 
cat, Pinky, to the vets after 
she had suddenly gone off 
her food and become very 
lethargic. 

Both Rebecca and vets 
at Companion Care Ca¬ 
thedral Veterinary Surgery 
in Ely were horrified when 
radiographs showed Pinky 
had been shot at close 
range with an air gun. 

The pellet had lodged in 
Pinky’s pelvic cavity. The 
pellet had penetrated her 
small intestine in several 


places and ruptured her 
bladder. 

Veterinary surgeon Ian 
Halliday said: “Pinky’s life 
was in the balance dur¬ 
ing the first 48 hours, and 
although she is recover¬ 
ing slowly, it will be some 
time before we can be 
sure that a full recovery 
will be achieved. 

“As the pellet tore 
through her little body, it 
caused multiple penetrat¬ 
ing wounds in the small 
intestine and ruptured the 
bladder before lodging in 
the soft tissue of the pelvic 
cavity. 

“Peritonitis had already 
set in as the contents of 
the intestines and bladder 
had leaked into the abdo¬ 
men. So severe was the 
damage that four inches 


of small intestine had to 
be re-sected and the blad¬ 
der surgically repaired. 

“This is the third cruel 
cat shooting we have seen 
recently. Two of those 
cats, including Pinky, live 
in residential areas. 

“Beside the very obvi¬ 
ous consideration that a 
child or adult might be 
inadvertently wounded, 
it is causing extreme pain 
and suffering to pets - 
and huge distress to their 
owners.”

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Concern over 
closure threat 

I IMAGINE I am reflecting the 
concerns of most residents when I 
say how appalled I was to read of the 
possible closure of the three minor 
injuries units in the north eastern 
part of Cambridgeshire, including 
the much-loved and greatly used 
Princess of Wales Hospital. This is 
particularly worrying as Ely is growing 
rapidly and 3,000 new homes are 
scheduled for the north of the city. 

As a former chairman of ACHE, 
the campaign to save the Princess 
of Wales Hospital when the RAF 
needed to move its services 
elsewhere, I am aware of the huge 
effort it took to make the case for 
a minor injuries unit in Ely and 
the subsequent gratitude of the 
A&E department at Addenbrooke's 
Hospital. Recently, the same 
department pleaded with potential 
patients to use their local facilities or 
their GP surgery rather than attend 
A&E in Cambridge. Imagine what the 
impact would be on Addenbrooke's 
and the Peterborough hospitals and 
our over-stretched GP surgeries if all 
of the local minor injuries units were 
closed. 

The Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Commissioning 
Group will be consulting the public 
on these critical decisions and I 
hope that the public will make the 
commissioning group's members 
fully aware of the dire consequences 
to local health provision if the 
threatened closures go ahead. 

The fact that millions of pounds 
were lost because of the collapse 
of the uniting care contract was a 
tragedy but the consequences of 
that failure should not be a burden 
that we have to share, without 
meaningful consultation, and a 
thorough examination of every 
possible solution to this extremely 
serious problem.

'Relief as roads finally adopted' 
because yet again, a huge amount 
of time has been wasted by people 
who live on an unadopted road and 
the council to bring such matters to a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

This sort of thing has clearly been 
going on within our county and 
possibly the entire country for years 
and it saddens me that our villages 
are littered with 'eyesores' that will 
never be brought up to standard. 

The only thing I can think of 
to stop this ridiculous situation 
continuing is for the planning 
department/highways department 
(?) to stop hiding behind the 
wording that 'it is the responsibility 
of developers to ask for their roads 
to be adopted - and that they are 
brought up to standard - before the 
county council can take them over'. 

What should happen is that before 
giving planning permission for new 
builds the council will receive a 
substantial bond from the developer 


that they will build a road that 
meets the council's standard before 
vacating the site. 

Far too many cul de sacs or closes 
exist in our villages that have pot¬ 
holes that are potentially dangerous 
because the builders have long 
since gone out of business or retired 
and current residents can't afford 
to 'bring the roads up to your set 
standard' so they will continue to 
have to live with these unsatisfactory 
roads which, obviously, will get 
worse as each year passes.

it will certainly be a bigger 
challenge for me this time 
around.” 

Jake says he is also in¬ 
spired to take on the chal¬ 
lenge in memory of his 
brother, Joshua. 

Joshua, a medical student, 
was killed in a tragic moped 
accident on the island of 
Koh Samui in 2011. 

Earlier that year, he 
was one of 24 people who 
walked the Simpson Desert, 
raising more than £1 million 
for young disabled people.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

d Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

d Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

d Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

d Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

d Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

JASON BOURNE (12A) 

JASON Bourne (Matt Damon) believes 
he knows how the US government 
moulded him into a trained killer as part 
of Operation Treadstone. He is living off 
the grid on the Greek-Albanian border 
and posing as a bare-knuckle brawler. 

Far away in Iceland, former contact 
Nicky Parsons (Julia Stiles) illegally 
accesses the CIA mainframe to download 
confidential files about Bourne’s former 
life as David Webb. She discovers a 
shocking secret and resolves to share the 
data with the elusive operative. 

“We’ve just been hacked. Could be 
worse than Snowden,” agent Craig 
Jeffers (Ato Essandoh) informs his boss, 
CIA director Robert Dewey (Tommy Lee 
Jones), once the breach is detected. 

Ambitious protegee Heather Lee (Alicia 
Vikander) plants malware that allows her 
to covertly track Nicky’s movements. “I will 
deliver Parsons, the files and - if he’s out 
there - I will give you Bourne too,” Heather 
promises Dewey. She dispatches a hit 
man, codename Asset (Vincent Cassel), 
to neutralise the targets. 

Meanwhile, Dewey locks horns with 
technology guru Aaron Kalloor (Riz 
Ahmed) about invasions of privacy which 
allow the US government to spy on 
citizens. 

Jason Bourne is a deceptive slow 
burn for the opening half hour, but once 
the script lights the fuse on manifold 
deceptions, there’s little time to breathe 
between plot revelations and bloodthirsty 
retribution. ★★★★ 

THE BFG (PG) 

THE heroine is a precocious orphan 
called Sophie (Ruby Barnhill), who is 
snatched from her bed at the witching 
hour by a hooded 24-feet tall figure. 

The behemoth spirits the girl over 
verdant valleys and crashing seas to the 
rolling landscapes of Giant Country. “No 
such place!” Sophie defiantly informs her 
host, who introduces himself as the Big 
Friendly Giant (Mark Rylance). The BFG 
wouldn’t normally kidnap a chiddler, but 
he explains that he was fearful Sophie 
might cause a great rumpledumpus by 
yodelling the news that she had seen a 
giant. 

A tender and deeply touching friendship 
is forged between Sophie and her kind- 
hearted abductor, who exists on a diet 
of disgusterous snozzcumbers and is 
bullied by filthsome fellow giants including 
Fleshlumpeater (Jemaine Clement), 
Bloodbottler (Bill Hader), Maidmasher 
(Olafur Darri Olafsson) and Manhugger 
(Adam Godley). 

In order to rid Giant Country of these 
man-gobblers, Sophie hatches a hare¬ 
brained scheme to visit The Queen 
(Penelope Wilton) at Buckingham Palace. 
The BFG joins her on this madcap quest, 
and his presence smacks the gobs of the 
assembled staff including The Queen’s 
dutiful maid Mary (Rebecca Hall) and 
head butler Mr Tibbs (Rafe Spall). 

Directed with verve by Steven Spielberg, 
The BFG is a visually arresting ride that 
gently tugs heartstrings in between 
rollicking set pieces. ★★★★ 

STAR TREK BEYOND (12A) 

CAPTAIN James T Kirk (Chris Pine) is 
considering relinquishing the bridge 
because “things have started to feel a 
little... episodic”. 

He keeps his plans secret from the 
rest of the crew including human-Vulcan 
science officer Spook (Zachary Quinto), 
communications officer Uhura (Zoe 
Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov (Anton 
Yelchin), chief engineer Montgomery Scott 




(Simon Pegg) and helmsman Sulu (John 
Cho). 

During a visit to a Federation starbase 
under the control of Commodore Paris 
(Shohreh Aghdashloo), an alien called 
Kalara (Lydia Wilson) issues a distress 
call to help recover her ship, which has 
crash-landed on a planet in a distant 
nebula. Kirk and the team respond and 
subsequently come under attack from 
an otherworldly despot called Krall (Idris 
Elba) and his swarming drones. 

While the Enterprise crew forges an 
alliance with feisty alien warrior Jaylah 
(Sofia Boutella), Kirk holds firm to his 
moral compass, defiantly informing Krall 
that it’s “better to die saving lives than to 
live taking them”. 

Star Trek Beyond dodges the curse 
of misfiring odd-numbered films in the 
series, but the flaws are obvious. Pine, 
Quinto and co are solid in roles that lack 
dramatic meat and don’t progress the 
characters over two hours, and a flimsy, 
contrived plot resolves potential conflict 
with minimum blood, sweat and tears.

Emily Martin discovers how one family has unlocked a 
hidden treasure trove of new tastes for the region. 


I F you still need to be convinced that buying 
groceries from local, independent sellers is 
infinitely tastier and better than buying 
them from a supermarket then one family from 
Melbourn might just have created the tipping 
point. 

Cambridge Artisan is a family-run enterprise 
which specialises in selling delicious, unique 
food and drink from across the east of England. 
But the idea for packaging local products into 
hampers originally came from daughter of the 
Burr family, 16-year-old Amelise. 

"Well, I love cooking for a start," says Amelise 
who is a pupil at Melbourn Village College. 
"Whether it's baking cakes and biscuits or 
thinking of a new way to serve sweet potato, 
you name it, I like cooking it. One day I was on 
YouTube watching subscription box reviews - as 
you do! - and the idea just came to me." 

"She just came in one day and said: 'Dad I've 
got an idea for a business'," says Amelise's father 
Robert, who now runs Cambridge Artisan from 
a unit near the family home. "She was only 14 
at the time, so we were a bit gobsmacked, but 
once I'd picked myself up off the floor we had 
a 'planning meeting' - at Amelise's suggestion - 
and it all went from there." 

"She's a very conscientious girl," says mum 
Charlotte. "She likes to think things through 
carefully, so when she came to us 
with her brilliant idea we knew 
we should take her seriously." 

Robert Burr also runs local 
mobile eatery Churros Bar, 
which launched in 2014. 

"We're quite a foodie 
family," says Robert. 

"We love experimenting 
with ingredients and 
ideas and because 
Amelise had seen me 
put Churros Bar together 
it had got her thinking." 

Amelise says: "The idea 
gradually morphed into the 
idea to sell local food, so my 
dad and I started to visit local 
craft fairs and quickly came to 
realise quite how much great locally- 
produced food there really is out there." 

The Burr family have tirelessly tested, 
researched and trawled local food fairs and 
markets. They currently have an impressive 150 
producers on their books, so now Cambridge 
Artisan sells items individually through 
the website as well as hampers of 
assorted items which make lovely 
gifts for foodies. 

"There's just so much delicious 
and different stuff being made 
in the area by local producers," 
says Robert. "So many 
people out there are really 
thinking outside the box 
with ingredients and 
making exceptional 
things. 

"And much of the 
wonderful food 
being made across 
our local counties 
is so hidden that 
nobody even 
knows about it. 
Some of the smaller 
producers can be 
quite hard to find." 

The family home 
is stacked with 
products they've 
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gathered from around the region. Jars of 
chutneys and mayonnaises, fruit vinegars, oils 
and pastes are stacked high. From Auntie Frog's 
Chilli and Lime dressing, Cambridge Chilli 
Sauce Company's Ghost Pepper Hot Sauce 
and Scrubby Oak's Horseradish Vinaigrette 
to Marimba's Milk Hot Chocolate Melt, 
Chazwinkle's Cauliflower and Friends pickle and 
Capsicana's Chilli and Coconut Brazilian Cook 
Sauce, you can tell everything tastes exceptional 
just from the delightful names and sparkling 
combinations. 

How does Amelise find working with her 
mum and dad? "It's a bit strange because it 
doesn't really feel like working when you are 
just at home with your parents," she says. 
"Sometimes it can be frustrating, but it's fun at 
the same time." 

Is there a favourite product that she likes to 
sneak out of the stock room? Amelise laughs. 

"It's very hard to pick a favourite, but it's 
probably Canesmith's salted caramels. They're 
amazing. Or any of the Capsicana cooking 
sauces. 

"When the business started most of my friends 
didn't really understand what I was going on 
about, but eventually they overcame the initial 
shock and now they always ask how Cambridge 
Artisan is going ... or if I'm rich yet!" 
Alongside the individual sales 
and hampers, the family are 
particularly excited to have 
just launched a new 
subscription service 
called the East of 
England Discovery Box, 
taking the best items 
from Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Essex, Hertfordshire, 
Bedfordshire and 
Cambridgeshire and 
delivering them straight 
to your door each 
month. 

"You'll receive a box 
containing a variety of 
different produce including 
things you've probably never 
tried before," says Robert. "People 

are often quite loyal to their brands and 
frightened to spend £3.50 on trying something 
new, so with these subscription boxes you're 
guaranteed to experience new things every 
month - and it might just change the way you 
eat and shop forever. 

"There will be items in the box which you'll 
absolutely love and, if so, you can request that 
they're added to your next delivery." 

"We're really excited about people trying 
these subscription boxes," adds Charlotte. "It's 
a lovely way to try new things with the peace of 
mind that you're buying the absolute best." 

"All our producers are checked thoroughly," 
continues Robert, "And we have the support and 
input of some incredible food bloggers and local 
foodies like Pina, the lady behind the popular 
food blog onetwoculinarystew.com. "Pina tries 
and tests everything with us so, if we're selling it, 
you can bet it's going to be good." 

It seems as though Amelise has had a winning 
idea - and she's not about to stop there either. 
"Cambridge Artisan will always be a big part 
of my life, and I hope to start more businesses 
in the future," she says. "In fact I'm currently 
working on another idea, so watch this space."

Throughout August the 
Bedfordshire, Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Hertfordshire Road 
Policing Unit will be out in 
force targeting motorists 
breaking the law. 

The minimum penalty for 
speeding is a £100 fine and 
three penalty points added to 
your licence. 

Drivers are warned that the 
speed limit is a limit - not a 
target. In some road condi¬ 
tions or road layouts even 
driving at the speed limit 
could be too fast. 

Traffic Sergeant Ian Manley 
said: “Those who speed put 
not only their own lives at 
risk but also the lives of oth¬ 
ers. In the last five years there 
have been 172 fatal or serious 
collisions in Cambridgeshire 
where at least one driver was 
reported to be exceeding the 
speed limit, resulting in 25 fa¬ 
talities and 191 people being 
seriously injured.”

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Kia Sorento 
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T HE Kia Sorento is the seven-seater flagship 
of the Korean company's range and it 
delivers impressive quality and practicality 
in a value for money package. 

A huge improvement over the previous model 
it is good to drive, spacious and is loaded with 
standard kit. 

Just a few years ago no one would have 
imagined Kia charging over £40,000 for an SUV 
but the Korean brand has now come so far that 
it is able to put that price tag on its flagship 
model. 

The current Sorento arrived in March 2015 
and prices of the new range start at £28,795 
and it is only the fully loaded KX-4 range topper 
that costs £40,995 but it just shows you how far 
the brand has come. 

Kia is no longer just a value-driven outfit and 
it is now a company than can mix it with the 
prestige brands. 

The new Sorento marked another stage in 
the company's drive upmarket and the third 
generation model offers bold styling combined 
with great practicality. It boasts seven seats as 
standard and a quality interior. 

It is only available with one engine - a 


197bhp 2.2-litre diesel fitted with a six-speed 
manual or six-speed automatic gearbox. It is 
much more refined than its predecessor and is 
good enough to match the likes of VW for finish. 

Designed at Kia's Namyang studio in Korea 
to appeal to customers in Europe, Asia and 
America, the styling is smooth and uncluttered. 
The Kia grille is now a familiar sight and it looks 
good on this car with a honeycomb effect. 

While the exterior styling is handsome rather 
than striking, the huge improvement in the 
cabin is really impressive. 

A large colour central screen dominates and 
it is surrounded by brushed aluminium-effect 
plastic. The soft-touch dash is complemented 
by gloss plastic inserts and two rows of neatly 
arranged buttons continue the upmarket 
feel. There is still a bit too much black for my 
taste but there is no denying the astonishing 
improvement. 

The seven seats can be configured in any 
number of ways and even when the third row 
is in place there is still room for 142 litres of 
luggage. At a tug of a cord the rear seats will 
fold flush into the boot floor providing 605 litres 
of space and if you collapse the second row, a 


massive 1,662 litres of space becomes available. 

The cabin also features storage bins and 
cupholders as well as charging points for the first 
two rows. There is a tremendous amount of leg 
and headroom and the panoramic roof, which 
is standard in the top models, provides bags of 
light and highlights the space inside. 

Four trim levels are available KX-1, 2,3 and 
4 and the two middle versions represent the 
best value, priced from £31,995 and £35,845 
respectively. 

The Sorento is high on equipment at all levels 
and all but the entry model feature leather. Air 
conditioning, cruise control, stability systems 
and windscreen wipers are fitted to every model 
and the automatic only range topping KX-4 
gets a larger screen, ventitlated and all-electric 
seats, adaptive cruise control, a 360 degree 
camera system, automatic parking and a cross 
traffic warning sytem which alerts the driver to 
approaching traffic when reversing. 

The 2.2-litre diesel is quiet and smooth and it 
also has plenty punch with 197bhp on tap. It is 
fitted with start/stop tech to improve economy 
and manual models claim a 49.5mpg return 
with C02 emissions of 149g/km. The automatic 


version is a worthwhile £1,500 option on lower 
spec models and is standard on the higher trim 
levels. 

It shifts seamlessly and makes the driving 
experience very relaxing. It increases 
consumption to 43.4mpg and raises emissions to 
172g/km but most owners will think it is worth 
the penalty. 

The Sorento handles well and the automatic 
version takes 9.6 seconds to reach 62mph. 

The steering is light and the big SUV grips well 
in corners and always feels stable and secure. 
Three driving modes are available which allow 
the driver to select from Eco, Normal and Sport. 

At higher speeds there is some wind noise 
from the large mirrors but otherwise the cabin is 
well insulated from road and engine noise and is 
a very comfortable place to be. 

The Sorento is more than capable of giving 
the established prestige brands a run for their 
money especially when you factor in Kia's 
industry-leading seven-year, 100,000-mile 
warranty. 

Fixed-price servicing packages are also 
reasonable and help to spread the cost of 
ownership.

Perry loses out to Carter in the World Open final 


JOE Perry lost in the final of the World 
Open as Ali Carter claimed his first 
ranking title since successfully battling 
cancer.
